> town that several of the distillers proposed 
taking the bull by the horns and withdraw- 
ing arbitrarily from the Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding Co. profanely 


known as the Whisky Trust. Cursory 
inguiry revealed the cause of this 
summary secession. Thus involved are 
the Manhattan, the Northern, the Peoria, 
the Grove and the Union. Of these the last 
two are controlled by ex-Alderman Sam 

‘ Woolmer. The Northern is represented by 
ex-Aldermen John Francis and McLean. Al- 
derman Easton has the practical disposition 
of the Mahattan and the Northern Distillery 
is claimed by Henry.and Jacob Schwabacher. 
The grounds on which these gentlemen base 
their desertion of the company are the fall - 
ure of the organization to meet the condition 
of the leases and the fear thatthe property 
may suffer by reason of the quo war- 
ranto proceedure instituted by Atty-Gen. 
Maloney. It seems that the trust when it 
leased these and other (distilleries in 1887, 
agreed to pay the rental quartely. The ac- 
tion was to hold good for twenty-five years. 
It is no claimed that no rent has been forth- 
coming since last July and the ground 18 
taken that this amounts to practical forfeit - 
ure ofthe contract. It is, on the other hand, 
alleged that thefreason that the rentals 
were not forthcoming was because no 
agreement could de had last year as 
to the assessment. The rents were to 
be based on a valuation and during the ab- 
sence of President Greenhut in Europe some 
disputation occurred asto the assessment. 
It was mutually resolved to defer matters 
until the President’s return, and since then 
the question seems to have been superseded 
by others of greatermoment. The capacity 
of the seceding houses ig some 16,000 bushels 
per day, and they claim something like $100, - 
000 back rental. 

It looks like an attempt to squeeze the in- 
stitution at atime when its hands are full. 
There are always two sides to matters of the 
kind, and this affair is no exception. It is a 
very pretty complication indeed. This is ap- 

parent from the following data. The rentals 
dus to the seceding distillers, be it recol- 
lected, are rentals on land only. They are 
the rents based on the distillery lands, not 
onthe houses or machinery. The distillery 
bullaings and all that they contain were 
bought outright when the trust was first 


formed. The erganization gave each 
firm so much stock for its plant and 
to pay rental for the land on 


which the bulldings stand. The stock hada 
market value, and whoever possessed it 
could, sell itand realize in hard cash. A 
number of the distilleries did so. The rental 
arrears constitute, of course, a valid claim 
in law against the Central organization, but 
the idea that the officers of the company will 
first of all make payment in full for certain 
specified property, and their surrender 
without a whimper to satisfy a comparative- 
ly small obligation is not as likely as the 
seceders doubtless desire. 

When the stock was issued it represented 
to the actual possession of these 
five distilleries among others. Of courses the

IT COMPLAINS OF THE ATTITUDE OF THE 
SECULAR PRESS. 


Congress Thenked for Tres Action in Re- 
gerd to the Question—The Churches 
Asked to Stand Together in Opposition 
to Local Sentiment in Chicago—A De 
cided Flurry Over the Briggs Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 22.—Rev. Thomas 
Bracken of Wakeney, Kan., conducted the 
half-hour devotional exercises-with which 
the second week’s session of the Presbyterian 
General Assembly was ushered in this morn- 
ing. - Promptly at 9:30 Moderator Craige 
opened the assembiy with prayer. Dr. Bart- 
lett, Chairman of the Committee on Arrange- 
ments, announced the reception tothe com- 
missioners in attendance upon the assembly 
by the trustees and overseers of Columbia 
University frrm4to 6 Thursday afternoon. 
The occasion is to introduce tu the public the 
faculty on graduate studies just added to the 
institution. 

Dr. Young, chairman ofthe Committee on 
Bills and Overtures, reported a further dis- 
tridution ot papers sent up to the General 
Assembly among the several committees. 
Those bearing directly upon the Briggs case 
were sentto the Judiciary Committee ana 
those referring to the subject of appeals gen- 
erally went to the Committee on Church Pol- 
ity. Dr. Herrick Johnson succeededin hav- 
ing the reference to the overture from the 
Chicago Presbytery changed from the Com- 
mittee on Church Polity to the Committee on 
Judiciary. * 

The report of the Special Committee on 
Sabbath Observance, of which the late Col. 
Elliott F. Shepard was Chairman from its in- 


which was read by Elder W. R. Worrell of 
the New York Presbytery, Col. Shepard’s 
private secretary. The committee expressed 
sorrow at the death of Col. Shepard. The 
effort to secure the opening ofthe World’s 
Fair on Sunday was recited, closing witha 
statement of the vote in Congress against it. 
The report then proceeded: 

The importance of this action can scarcely 
be estimated; it is a greater triumph 


than appears on the surface. It has 
given expression to the voice 
of the people. The strength of the 
Sabbath sentiment has been tried and 


proven. The people are unwilling to lose 
the Sunday rest. The question of Sabbath 
observance has been very widely discussed. 
The foreign element has been advised re- 
specting the American Sabbath and its 
strong hold upon our people. The friends of 
the Sabbath in Europe are rejoiced, and 
their hands are greatly strengthened. But 
itis a matter of profound regret that in all 
this contest the friends of Sunday closing 
have received little or no aid from the secu- 


lar press. It has been impossible save in a 
few cases of notable impor „ to segure 
the insertion of judicious a és in favor of 


closing, while whole columns have frequént- 
ly appeared against it. If we have succeeded 
it is only because the Lord ofthe Sabbath is 
on our side. Otherwise there have been 
prodigious odds against us. 

“The widespread interest which has been 
awakened on Sabbath observance through 
the long agitation of the question of Sunday 
closing at the Exposition has opened the 
way as never before in the history of our 
country forthe circulatien of Sabbath liter- 
ature. This is a rare opportunity, the like of 
which may never occur again in years to dis- 
seminate through all partsof our country 
and even into foreign lands a healthful 
knowledge of the advantages of the Sabbath 


day. 
RESOLUTIONS OFFERED. 

Jour committee recommends the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions: 

1. The assembly receives with deep regret the 
intelligence ofthe death on March 24 of Vol. Elliot 
F. Shepard, Chairman of the Committee on Sabbath 
Observance, and desires to express its high appre- 
ciation of the valaable services he has rendered to 
the Sabbath cause by his liberal efforts and his large 
contributions. 

2. The General Assembly ex 
found gratitude to Almighty God for the success of 
the effort to secure our national leg- 
isiature a prohibition of Sunday opening at the 
Columbian Exposition and its appreciation of the 
act of Congress in deciding by so large a majority to 
continue the time-honored custom of the Americans 
in doing reverence to the rd’s Day. It joins the 
whole church in hearty thanksgiving that we have 
been spared the humiliation as a Christian nation of 
apublic sanction of the Sunday opening of the 

orid’s Fair, and it hereby voices what it believes 
to be the well nigh unanimous judgment ofthe 
chureh it represeats in declaring that any attempt, 
after this public and official expression ofthe na- 
tion’s will, to open the gates of the Expesition on 
the Sabbath would be a gross affront to the Christian 
conscience and a flagrant breach of faith. 

And inasmuch as thé local managers have decided 
to open the gates of the Exposition in defiance of 
the authority of Congress and in clear violation of 
the princip'es of common honesty, as well as of 
God’s commands; therefore, resolved, 

3. That we urge upon our peeple the importance 
of standing by their consciences at whatever sacri- 
fice of personal profit or pieasure. If the trial of 
their integrity is to come let them not defile them- 
selves with the King’s meat. Dau. 1, 8. 

We call the attention of our churehes to the 
efforts now in progress of the fermation of assecia- 
tions the design of which isto protect the weekly 
day of rest. We believe that the widespread interest 
now taken in this question furnishes a favorable op- 

rtuni for the affiliation ef the friends of the 
Lord's Day into associations that can render most 
efficient services in protecting the Sabbath against 
allinvasions. 

. We regard the Exposition new open in Chi- 
cago as a most favorable opportunity for the circula- 
tion of Sabbath literature, and we recommend te 
the members of the churches under our 
care that they render pecuniary help towards this 
undertaking. 

6. We recognize the seryice rendered by the 
American Sabbath Union to the cause of the Sab- 
bath and we heartily commend that organization to 
the sympathetic iaterest of all who love the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

STRANGLED HIMSELF. 


Suicide of Samuel Licher at the City 
Hospital. 

Samuel Licher, a patient at the City Hos- 
pital, committed suicide between 12 and 1 
o’clock this morning by strangling himself 
with a piece of a bandage which 
had been placed around his body, Coroner 


Frank was notified this morning early, ana 


calied at the hospital on the way to his office 
and held the inquest, 

Dr. N. Russell, assistant physician at the 
hospital, testified at the inquest that Licher 
was 48 years old, lived at 3244 Gravois 
avenue, and was admitted to the City 
Hospital May 20. He was a 
native of Switzerland and single and worked 
asalaborer in a dairyj Dr. Russell stated 


that he was called between 12 and 1 
o’ clock this morphing found

ofthe bed. In this manner Licher had stran- 
gled himself. The deceased had been suffer- 
ing of a skin disease. 

Thomas G. Gartiand, the night watchman 
at the hospital, testified that betweSn 12 and 
1o’clock this morning he was told by the 
night nurse of Licher’s condition, and found 
him lying in bed. 

William Martin, the night nurse, testified: 
At about 12 o’clock last night 1 found 


Licher in the bath-room sitting 
on the floor. He was bleeding 
slightiy from a wound on the face. 


He washed his face and I took him to his 
room and he went to bed. At about 12:45 a. 


m. I saw him again. He was in bed 
mumbling something and was rest- 
less, I notified the watchman 
and the doctor was notified. When 


the doctor came it was found that Licher 
had strangled himself with a bandage that 
had been around his body and which he had 
taken off. 

A verdict of suicide by strangulation was 
rendered.

SHOT THREE MEN, 

CHICAGO, III,, May 22.—Gathered about a 
greasy oldtable in Tony Costlucci’s beer sa- 
loon, at 203 West Taylor street, early last 
evening was a crowd of dirty Italian labor- 
ers. Suddenly there was a quarrel anda 
fight seemed imminent. In his drunken rage 


John Gellong of the company had drawn his 
revolver and turned it K the crowd. Tony 
Costlucci, proprietor of the saloon, fell to 
the floor shot through the left lung; John 
Luccova fell on the sidewalk just outside the 
door, shot in the lower part of the back;

Sterilized Milk. 
Written for the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

The use of milk sterilized through heat is 
recommended by all physiciansand hygien- 
ists for new-born babes, invalids and very 
old and feeble persons. M.Gentile, a French- 
man, has set in vogue a very complete sys- 
tem for sterilizing milk, which makes this, 
the greatest disseminator of disease germs , 
absolutely safe and healthful, The stopper 
( 1 ) is made of red caontchouc and ts into the 
neck ofan ordinary child’s flask. The milk 
is then dolled in a hot-water bath, When 


it has boiled, the flask is withdrawn and 
allowed to cool off, With the lowering of 
the temperature the stopper adjusts Itself 
tightly and becomes depressed in the center. 
(2) This depression is due to the vacuum 
caused by the condensation of the steam 
which has driven the air to the top of the 
dottle, and it is atmospheric pressure 
therefrom which adjusts the stopper like a 
hermetic seal. For traveling purposes. a 
metal ring witha patent spring is fastened 
over the stopper. No. 6 represents. the 
botier with double bottom in which the milk 
is bofled in the bottles.

Can Wall Street Reform? 
From the New York WORLD. 

The WORLD has told the men who control 
the great speculative. and investment 
operations of Wall street that their business 
has been covered with odium ana distrust by 
recent transactions that were nothing less 
than swindling. 

We have shown them that by the laws of 
this State those who obtain possession of any 
property ‘‘by color or aid of fraudulent or 
false representation or pretense,’’ as the 
manipulators of several industrial stocks 
have done, ‘‘steal such property and are 
guilty of larceny.’’ 

We have shown them furthermore that the 
vote by a director of a stock corporation, by 
which itis intended to make a dividend, ex- 
eept from the surplus profits arising from 
the basiness of the corporation, ig a misde- 
meanor. Also, thatthe operation known as 
**gelling stock short’’ by any officer or direc- 
tor of a corporation—that Is to say, any sie 
ot shares in his company, of which at the 
time of sale or agreement to sell he is not 
‘fan actual owner, is likewise a misde- 
meanor punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment. | 

These transactions, though under the ban 
of the law, are of frequent occurrence in 
Wall street. 

Nobodg is punished for them. Nobody ap- 
pears to lose hig standing in the street until 
his money and credit are gone. 

Is there a moral sentiment—an honorable 
public opinion—in Wall street strong enough 
to reform these evils and correct these 
abuses?

Three Big Russian Warships Coming 
to the United States. 


THE NICOLAI II., ADMIRAL NACHIMOFF 
AND PAMYAT = AZOVA. 


Cruisers Sufficiently Powerful to Have 
Sunk the Entire Columbian Review 
Fleet — The Czar Is Anxious That His 
Navy Shall Regain Lost Prestige — 
Toast Proposed by an American Offi- 
cer. 


New York, May 22.—**Russia proposes to 
outrepresent England at the portof New 
Tork.“ 

The statement is made by an officer of high 
rank in the Russian fleet, and in support of 
his declaration he points to the list of iron- 
clad war ships which will leave Cronstadt 
for New York inthe course of the next ten 
days. 

**These three ships, the Nicolai I, Admiral 
Nachimof and Pamyat Azova. said the 
officer, ‘‘are sufficiently powerful to have 
sunk the entire Columbian review fleet in a 
pitched battle. The British out-did us in 
showing, perhaps, but they will have to send 
their entire channel squadron over now, if 
they hope to outrepresent the Nicolai I, Ad- 
miral Nachimoff and Pamyat Azova.’’ 

American officials know that the Russian 
officers here are chagrined over the success 
of the British in attracting special attention 
with their ships. Much ofthis the Russians 
here attribute to the better ships possessed 
by England in the review andit is with the 
purpose of offsetting the popular approval 
gained by the British forces, that the 
Russian Imperial Government is now send- 
ingto the United States three war ships 
more powerful than any ever seen in Amer- 
ican waters. 

The expenses attending the sending of 
these three great ships of warto the United 
States will amount to little short of $500,000, 
but the Russian Government, it is said. 
would prefer to spend twenty times that 
sum than the British to gain in the United 
States the slightest degree of prestige. 

On board one of the Russian warships in 
pom isa Russian war cores pondent, who 
stands close to the Imperial Russian Govern- 
ment. This gentleman is said to have been 
ah interested and close observer of all public 
expressions of Americans bearing on Russia, 
and it is said that the Russian official organs 
have been kept well informed of the popular 
feeling of Americans. American officers from 
the cruiser Baltimore dined recently aboard 
a Russian warship. In the course of the din- 
ner one American officer rose and proposed 
three toasts, in something like the following 


language: 

RUSSIANS AND FRIENDS--‘*I rise as an American 
Officer to propose three toasts in honor of three 
moments in history. The first toastis in honer of 
that moment when Ruesian ingenuity devised the 
means to build ships, the second toastis in honor 
of that moment whea Russia commanded a place as 
a naval power, and the third toast is in honor of 
that moment in the future when Russia and America 
shall together possess the world. 

The hurrahs which followed these remarks 
are said to have been fairly deafening. Of- 
cers Jumped to their feet and in their en- 
thusiasm mounted chairs.

BULLET-PROOF CLOTH. 


Even if Successful it May Not Change 
Military Tacties. 


The Novosti of St. Petersburg publishes an 
interview with Prof, Mendeleff upon the bul - 
let · proof tunic with which experiments have 
recently been made in Germany. The thing 
is by no means new, sald the professor. 
Many years ago lwas a member of a com- 
mission charged with the duty of examining 
a similar invention. Moreover, it would de 
impossible to keep secret the manufacture of | 
any tuch thing. Ofcourse, a great number 
of tunics would be required, and this would 
necessitate the employment ofa vast num- 


ber of — You fancy, perhaps, that 
the simple workman who does only a portion 
of the la — understands nothing of what — 
going on around him. That is a mistake; 
knows the whole thing, and that is ae the 
English make no secret of their inventions, 

‘*There is nothing astonishing about the 
discovery ofa material capable of resistin 
the bulletsof the Mannlicher rifie. But o 
what practical use could it be? The most im- 
r thing in modern warfare is rapidity 

the movement of troops. For the facility 
ofthat movement the weight of half a kllo- 
gramme in addition to what the soldier al- 
ready carries would be too much; but this 
tunic weighs five kilogrammes. Another ob- 
jection is found in the tact that a rifie bullet 
describes a parabola in its filght. It falls, 
so to say, from above, and that is a reason 
why the tunic might be useful horizontally, 
bat not vertically. If this tunic were in- 
vented atthe moment of a declaration of 
war, it might, perhaps, give a real superior- 
ity to the army provided wit it. 
But suppose the soldiers of the 
two contending armies were furnished with 
it, anda battle was fought without any de- 
cisive result, Then the armies get into closer 
quarters, There is another battle which also 
ends in noiseandsmoke. At last the soldiers 
Hing away their useless cartridges and pitch 
into each other with the cold steel, and in 
that way they are sure to find out how to kill, 

It must be remembered that up to the 
present the experiments have u made on 
manikins, and nobody as yet Knows the effect 
of the bulletson men in the flesh protected 
by Mr. Dowe’s tunic. Doubtless the elastic- 
ity of the turic would deaden the shock up to 
a certain point, but what forge the would 
still possess is not known, Its evi tthat 
the soldier would be knocked down, and the 
8 of the shock would either paralyze 
or him.’

THE TWO PACIFICS. 


Southern and Canadian Lines Begin a 
War of Rates. 

New YORK, May 22.—A serious rate war has 
broken out between the Southern and Ca- 
nadian Pacific. The question is which of the 
two can carry freight cheapest from New 
Tork to San Francisco. The Canadian Pa- 
cific, for reasons best known to itself, con- 
siders itself entitled to a differential of 10 per 


cent under that of any other transconti- 
nental line between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, The Southern Pacific, which has been 
quoting some very low rates between the 
points mentioned, in order to force the Pan- 
ama Railway and Columbian — caty 4 Line 
tothe wall, says that the Canadian Pacific 
has no business to cut under its own rates. 

The contest between these two big corpora- 
tions will be most interesing for they are 
perhaps the only two companies in the 
country that can makea waron rates from 
ocean to ocean. ‘The Canadian Pacific 
Railway bas issued a tariff to gointo effect 
to-day, deins a 10 per cent reduction from 
the rates ofthe Southern Pacific announced 
by Assistant General Traffic Manager E. W. 

awley, last week. 

The Canadian Pacific not only makes a re- 
duction of 10 per cent under its rival, but 
this is the rate from the mills upthe country. 
The Southern Pacific's rate is from New 
York, and accordingly an arbitrary of 10 to 20 


‘| cents a hundred must come out of the latter’s 


rate on account ofthe local roads. The 
Southern Pacific had some much lower rates 
on coarse fréight in competition with the 
Panama route, but these will be called off as 
soon as the agreement between the two com- 
panies is arranged, which will beina few 
days. The Canadian Pacific makes a rate of 
$1 on calico goods from the mills. This is re- 
ally about 80 or 85 cents from New York, com- 
pared with the Southern Pacific rate of $1.08. 
it is really a war of commodity rates. It will 
be noticed that the Canadian Pacific does not 
zo below $1, and hence the lowest classes are 
not quite a reduction of 10 percent. From 
this it looks as if this were the bottom points 
for the Canadian road. 

It is now the turn of the Southern Pacific to 
meet the rate of the Canadian Pacific, which 
goes into ory to-day. All that the Southern 
Pacific claims is that no other company shall 
quote a lower rate than itself. This is the 
second reduction of the Cacadian Pacific. 
The Southern Pacific met the first one on 
Thursday t. 

Assistant General Traffic Manager Hawley 
said yesterday that the Southern Pacific 
would not go to sleep over the rates. He in- 
timated that his company could be relied on 
to keep its end up. It is likely that his com- 
pany will lower the rates to-day, but he did 
not say that such would be the case.

New YORK, May 22.—Ferd. W. Peck, Vice- 
President of the Chicago World’s Fair 
Directory, said last night that one of the ob-
